4. The High Power Panel will be entrusted with the follow¬ 
ing functions : — 

(il To ascertain it the benefits of variona fiscal policies 
of Government, both Union and States, really reach 
the minorities, scheduled castea, scheduled tribes 
and other weaker .sections of society ; 

iii) To identify the constraints or bottlenecks whereby 
incentives, facilities and other cncouiagcmcnls are 
not being fully availed of by them; 

(iii) To sugge,st ways and meana by which the benefits of 

various fiscal policies, ineeiuives, facilities and other 
encouragements reach them ; 

(iv) To make recommendations with regard to other allied 

mattcr.s. 

5. The headquarters of the Panel will be located at Delhi. 

6 . The Panel vvill devise its own procedures in the discharge 
of its functions All the Ministries and Departments of the 
Government of India will furnish such information and docu¬ 
ments and provide such assistance aa may be required by the 
Panel. The Government of India trusts that the State Govern¬ 
ments and Union Territory Administrations and others con¬ 
cerned will extend their fullest cooperation and assistance to 
the Panel. 

7. The Panel will submit its report to the Government of 
India within a period of 3 months.
